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1 . CAHaH-1 WAS TCLD BY INGE JAHNKE, HAMBURG ANTI-

SDS TO COME TO CHINA FOR ONE YEAR STUDY. THE CANDIDATE IS 
TO BE SELECTED BY THE SDS BUNDESVORSTAND . 

2. JAHNKE ALSO SAID PEKING IS SEEKING SIX GERMAN 
LANGUAGE INSTRUCTORS FROM VEST GERMANY. WHEN ASKED THRU 
WHAT CHANNELS THEY WERE SEEKING THE INSTRUCTORS SHE 
REPLIED ONLY THAT IT WAS BEING PASSED AROUND BY WORD OF 
MOUTH. (IN INTERPRETING THIS REPLY IT SHOULD BE NOTED 
THAT SHE SPENDS ALMOST ALL HER TINE IN HAMBURG SDS 
HEADQUARTERS.) 

3. JAHNKE FURTHER STATED THAT AN INSTRUCTOR FROM
